Farm- 
ing conditions are so attractive there 
a.s to ca.use tin inrush nf settlers nnd 
their families In largo »iuml>er.s. 
Outlook Bright 

"Herman Trellc. 'The Wlieat King.' 
ttdd me that those settlers had overy 
chance of success in the world. Tlie 
country has ••crtain definite advnnt- 
:i'^rs fiM* farinrrs. The rilmale f;i\-*trs 
not iinl.v the cullivtition of wlir.Tt, biil 
is iilso very' favorable .for miveil fann- 
ins. Ilerninn Trolle himself attribute." 
the s'ncce.ss of the 'reward wheal" to 
two farts. In a cold climate the whole 
eiier;:y of the plant is devoted to as- 
suring reproduction. Hence the re- 
markable \ield of the rewai'd «lient. 
In the second place tlTn atmosphere 
is oxrpp't intially clear so liiat the 
nmfiiini of M)nli?ht is proporllonally 
greater, than that of more southern 
latit udes.

Col. Bovcy delivered IS lc({lures 
in 19 days before the Canadian clubs 
and otiier grou|>s in the west on the 
fiilOecis of Quebec and the Krencli- 
Canadians. and every wiicrc lie found 
Urpn interest in the matter which lie 
had to lircsent. In most, cases the au- 
diences were ready to admit tliat they 
did not know much about conditions 
in Kowcr Canada, but In every case 
tliey wcrs ready and entliusiastic to 
learn. 

The work of the Canadian Club in 
sending out speakers to all parts of 
the Dominion was highly praised 
evci-ywhcre, and it was pointed out 
that these tours do a real service to 
many of' the smiillcr ciut)8 in the 
western parts of tlic country.

Gland Functions 
Subjectif Talk 

Tlioni8on Dcecribcs Use of 
Synthetic Florinoues 

Man's jiftion is not « holly controll- 
ed by the nervous system, but tiie 
latter is aided and supplemented by 
certain glands which set free hor- 
mones In the blood stream to react 
upon other organs, according to Dr 
D. I-,. Thomson of tlic Department of 
nioohemlstry. In n lecture delivered 
to the local branch of the Society of 
Chemical Industry this week. 

During llio course of the address, 
which was upon "Some recent ad- 
vances In tho chemistry of tho hor- 
mones," the speaker oiitllned the 
work that lias l>een done on this most 
important bi'nnch , of blochemlstr.v, lie 
dcscrlbc'd how ill-effects produced by 
tho mulfunctionliig of certain glands 
may be reduced or obliterated by the 
use of gland extracts or synthetic 
hormones. * 

In this latter connection Dr. Tiiom- 
son mentioned tlie ^vork done by Dr 
J. 13. Collip and his associates who 
have isolated and syntliesised the se- 
cretion of the placontui gland, tho In- 
jection ot which has' proved of great 
value In many cases.

It is tlie 
outer winter liiycr .ot a series of su- 
prncutnncuiis coverings employed by 
this animal in' common with the 
wholo species; tho difference being 
that In Ktudcntus Collcgii tho eover- 
inrs arc usuiilly ot a richer hue. The 
small ellipsoid you sec emerging from 
this outer layer (I hopo lliosc in the 
bad; -benches can notice it) is the 
head. Tlic .ikuli has a., hardnes.s of 
y S3 (dIaniond-TO) and tho weight of 
tho brain by the ahalyllcal bnlancc 
is 0.000:1 gms. Tho animals propel 
themselves by allcrnately pulling 
forward ono of the leçs — as in 
Homo the body Idtureates downward 
somewhat near tho centre.
